House of Horror. 



In a recent publication relating lo vaiious 
Parisian localities, the following incidents 
connected with a house erected as long ago 
as I53(i are given : 

It was located in the Rue des Marmou- 
zets, one of the narrowest and filthiest 
streets or lanes in the old city, hot consider- 
ed a. very good street indeed in tho four- 
teenth century, though it was narrow then, 
and filthier by far. In the house then 
existing on that spot, a barber kept his shop, 
and a pieman kept his. Tne character of 
the one and of the other stood high, both 
morally and professionally. The pieman, 
in particular, was esteemed for bis industry 
and skill ; no pork pies in all the city wn=i 
thought so good as bis, and he prepared 
them almost entirely with his own hands; 
for on the giound that he did not wish to 
divulge the secret of his superiority, the 
single apprentice he bad was employed 
only in the manipulation of the crust. As 
for bis neighbor, the barber, he shaved and 
be bled to the perfect satisfaction of all his 
patrons. 

The pieman and his neighbor, as we have 
said, were in yreat repute ; and so they 
long continued, in spite of the Rue des 
Marmoiizets having latterly acquired rather 
a. bad character, for evil rumors concerning 
it began to circulate ; it was said thai 
passengers by night had been assassinated 
in it ; that ciies lor help and despair hail 
been heard : blood bad been seen in 
the guiter. So the reputation of the street 
grew worse. But still the barber and the 
pieman prospered. 

One evening all was explained. A 
scream was heard from the barber's shop, 
and presently a German student, who had 
entered it a little before, appeared at the 
door, tottering and pale, and with several 
wounds upon his neck. The neighbors ran 
up questioned him eagerly, and gathered 
from what be said, that as he had been pass- 
ing, the barber (probably guessing him to be 
a stranger) had offered to shave him (or 
nothing ; lhat he accepted the offer, had 
teated himself, but scarcely had he done so, 
when the villian, who had got behind him, 
tried to cut his throat with a razor ; that by 
a desperate effort he had managed, not only 
to disengage himself, but to tumble his 
assailant head foremost down a trap door, 
which by good luck happened to be open. 

A rush was, of course, immediately made 
into the barber's shop ; he was not to be 
seen. After a fruitless search above they 
thought of searching below, so down they 
went into the cellar, and there they found 
the pieman cutting the barber to pieces. 
The little light that penetrated into the den 
had not allowed him, when bis expected 
prey came down the trap, to make the im- 
portant distinction that il was not his friend 
and confederate who had sent him down 
tin German student, but tiie German 
student who had sent him down his friend 
and confederate. 

All was now clear, the pieman's cellar 
being found to communicate with the 
barbers. It was also now understood why 
his pies had been so uncommonly good, for, 
says the Pere Dubreul in his account of the 
mattor, "they were better than oilier pies 
just as, because of its liner feeding, human 
flesh is more delicate than any other." 

A Ceylon Juggler. 

As apropos of Anderson, Winn and Col- 
lins strange tricks among us, the following 
extract from Sir J. Emerson rennet's recent 
book on Ceylon may be found interesting : 

As this was one of the idle seasons of 
tho year during which labor is suspended 
while waiting for Iho rains of the monsoon, 
ere recommencing the sowing of rice, the 
Kandyans were lounging about their 
villages, or gathered in groups by tho road- 
side, engaged in listless and sedentary 
amusements. In one place, a ctoivd was 
collected to watch the feats of a juggler, 
■who. to our surprise, commenced his per- 
formances by jumping up on to a pole, and 
and placing his feet upon a crossbar six feet 
from the ground. On this he coursed along 
by prodgious leaps, and returning lo the 
audience steadied himself on his perch, and 



then opened his exhibition. This consisted 
of endless efforts of legerdemain — catch- 
ing pebbles from bis confederate below, 
which, upon opening his closed hand, flew 
away as birds ; breaking an eggshell, and 
allowing a small seipent to escape from it ; 
and keeping a series of brass balls in mo- 
tion, by striking them with his elbows as 
well as with his hands, Balancing on his 
nose a small stick with an inverted cup at 
the top, from which twelve perforated balls 
were suspended by silken cords, he placed 
twelve ivory rods in his mouth, and so 
guided them by his lips and tongue as lo 
insert the end of eacli in a corresponding 
aperlure in a ball, till the whole twelve 
balls were sustained by the rods, and the 
central support taken away. This and 
endless other tricks he performed, balancing 
himself all the whi le on the single pole on 
which he stood. He took a ball of granite, 
six or seven inches in diameter, and prob- 
ably fourteen pounds weight, nnd, standing 
with bis arms extended in a lino he rolled 
it from the wrist of one hand across his 
shoulders to the wrist of the other, backward 
and forward repeatedly, apparently, less by 
raising his arms than by a vigorous effort of 
tho muscles of his back ; then seizing it by 
both hands, he flung it repeatedly twenty 
feet high, and, watching it in its descent 
till within a few inches of his skull, he bent 
forward his head and caught the ball each 
time between bis shoo lders ; then, bound- 
ing along the road, still mounted on his pole, 
he closed his performance, amid the smiles 
of the audience. 



Lawterand Witness, — A story is told 
of an eminent lawyer in receiving a severe 
reprimand from a witness on the stand 
whom he was trying to browbeat.

Loan for British Columbia. 
There is no gainsaying the fnol, the peo- 
ple of both colonies are an unit in their 
opposition to the mule-tax. Two meetings 
within a week |it\ve derided that the tax is 
unjust, impolitic rind odious. Hot li have 
pointed out the necessity of rescinding it 
without further delay ; and suggested the in- 
stitution of a Legislative Assembly for Brit- 
ish Columbia— the creation of a public debt 
in that colony, not by the non-liquidation of 
current expenses, but by loan, in order to 
make roads to render the mines accessible, 
transportation cheap, — anil lessen instead of 
increase the public taxes, ilireot or indirect- 
Nut a dissenting voice has been heard 
against a loan, lint as a temporary means, 
whilst arrangements are being made lo se- 
cure the loan, it has been suggested that a 
poll tax be imposed on Chinamen, — and that 
franchises be granted to private companies 
to construct the roads, and in return be per- 
mitted to levy lolls, and in addition to in- 
crease the specific and ad valorem duties, 
and impose a laud tax. 

A poll-tax on Chinamen is clearly op- 
posed lo the interests of Victoria, as a 
commercial depot and a .starting point for 
the mines. What the trade now sutlers 
from is the lack of consumers, the supply 
being greatei than the demand. A heavy 
poll-tax would repel a class of immigrants 
that we cannot at present afford to dispense 
with. They may be inferior to Europeans 
and Americans in energy and ability ; hos- 
tile to us iri race, language, and habits, and 
may remain among us a Pariah race ; 
still they are patient, easily governed, and 
invariably industrious^ and their, presence at 
ti.is juncture would benefit trade every 
where in the two colonies. We are disposed 
to accept them as a choice between two evils 
— no white immigration or a Chinese immi- 
gration. That they do not eat, wear, and 
otherwise use merchandise is untrue. In 
California, where there are 40,000. towns 
that once drove them away have subse- 
quently solicited their return. They are 
large purchasers of slop clothing, boots and 
shoes, mining implements, hardware, pork, 
vegetables, groceries, ami Chinese edibles. 
Perhaps one-third of the stage passengers 
in California are Chinamen. Large for- 
tnnea have been amassed supplying them, 
which fully disproves the charge that they 
ppeud nothing. They may not read the 
newspapers, hut tin: result of their patient 
labor liuds employment for those who do 
read, and thus they either directly or in- 
directly benefit trade. There is ample 
room in British Columbia for some thousands 
wiiltoul greatly interfering with ths white 
miners. Hereafter, when the time arrives 
that we can dispense with them, we will 
heartily second a check !o their immigra- 
tion, — treaty stipulations to the contrary. 

Granting franchises for ferric.-, bridges, 
and turnpikes in other countries hare 
worked satisfactorily. But wherever it has 
been given, the right has usually been con- 
ferred by the supervisors of the counjy 
within which it has been given. Thus the 
people have had a voice in doing it, which 
in the case of the portages from Douglas to 
Cayoosh, or Hope and Vale to Lytton, the 
inhabitants would have no voice, and it 
wouid merely loud to perpeluato the pre- 
sent discontent. If capitalists can raise rhe 
money there is no good reason why the 
government cannot. And we bold that 
whenever it is possible fur the government 
to construct -.nd own the roads it is their 
duly and province to do il. No company 
will risk their money on a fr.iuchi-n except 
after due ^calculation as to the prolits 
Hence it appears to'us^that the lolls on 
Douglas or Yale rou\eAJ$puld meiely ho 
another name for 'The mule-tax. Were 
there a local legislature in British Columbia 
to decide on the nature of the franchises it 
is probable thai many could be made with 
advantage lo the country. Till that is dono 
they would be a source of disquiet, and we 
fear a great expense to travel and Iraliic. 

To impose a lax on laud, and none on 
improvements or personal property, would 
he unjust. Property of vast value would 
thus escape taxes, without just cause. In 
other new countries, it is the improvements 
and per-unal property that bear more of the 
public burdens than the land. Exception 
has tieen riiudu in favor of the agriculturist 
But in the sister colony, where agriculture 
has been repressed, ts.ves would rest chiefly 
on owners of town lots. And wo see no 
good reason why houses, merchandise and 
money should be excepted from th$9jt col- 
lector. 



Commercial trif n have already complained 
against the manner of levying ad valorem 
duties in Westminster, by which thu duties 
have been made live, and five and twenty 
per cent, higher than the ten per cent, con- 
templated by tho tariff. If these duties are 
lo be raised still higher, it will only make 
complaints in this respect take a more 
chronic, form, But even then the population 
is so small that enough funds cannot be de. 
rived from thai source to make the necessary 
improvements in time. 

There are but two known avenues into 
the upper mines: The Lillooet route and 
that by Hope and Yale. These must be 
improved, so that no complaint can arise 
from that cause. The present revenue is 
inadi quale, It loaves little or nothing more 
than what is necessary to pay official sala- 
ries. The people complain that the taxes 
are already loo high in a country so difficult 
of access. Naught remains but to raise the 
taxes higher to complete these routes; or to 
borrow enough t> oncy for the purpose. Extra 
taxes would dishearten the people; retard 
the increase of population ; and force the 
country lo eke out a miserable existence for 
years. Whilst the interest of a sufficient 
loan lo construct the roads would be scarcely 
felt, and the sum expended and the conse- 
quences resulting from it would vitalize both 
colonies,— and give a powerful impetus to 
trade arid immigration. 

The Lkjuok Traffic with Indians.- — 
This infamous business has become one of 
the most profitable occupalions in Viotoria. 
As many as six scamps are notoriously en- 
gaged in the manufacture and sale of the 
deleterious compound, and although arrests 
are frequently made, it is almost impossible 
to fa.sten the crime upon the guilty parlies. 

We yesterday paid a visit lo the Northern 
Indian encampment, about half a mile 
across Ihe Esquimalt bridge, and there be- 
held about twenty poor wretches, who were 
more or less under the influence of the fire- 
water. Some were wandering about in a 
state of helpless idiocy, while others lay 
upon the ground, unaole to arise, foaming 
at the mouth, and muttering over some 
outlanrllisli gibberish ; otb rs again were 
making franlio exertions to escape from Ihe 
clutches of their friends, who were evidently 
restraining them from avenging some real 
or fancied grievance upon some one of their 
neighbors. The place was a perfect Bed- 
lam. On every side could he heard the 
raving, moaning, and shrieking of the poor 
beings wdio had fallen victims tn tho ava- 
rice and hearllessness of white brutes. One 
young lad, about i-1 years of age, belonging 
lo the Hyder tribe, was pointed out to us as 
a pit ton, or fool ; he had imbibed a taste for 
the vile fluid, and having sought out a 
vender, drank a whole bottle, and lias never 
since had his senses. Three Indians were 
also shown us, who had not tasted food for 
a week. They had been on a spree during 
all that lime, and seemed to be on the verge 
of insanity. Never, in ail our lives, have we 
gazed upon a scene of more niter wretched- 
ness or hopeless debauchery. The mor- 
tality, from this cause, among ihe natives, 
is estimated at one per day fur the last 
year. 

Some af the manufacturers have amassed 
considerable sums of money, and whenever 
they get into trouble, are fully able to buy 
all the evidance necessary lo insure their 
escape. As an inducement lo the police to 
ferret out these men and bring ihem to jus- 
tice, one-half of the fine goes lo the officer 
making the arrest; but so cunningly is the 
w hole alfair managed, that spies or sentries 
are always out watching the every move- 
ment of the police. As a consequence, but 
little can be done under the present arrange- 
ment, owing to the inadmissability of 
Indian testimony. Wo should like to see 
the Assembly pass a more stringent law. 
Make the punishment at loast S500 fine, 
and one year on the public woiks lor each 
offence, and we should soon see a stop put 
to the business. 



A " Ciiusiiku."— The Gazette of yesterday, 
crushes our reporter under the weight of u very 
heavy article on the meeting (if Monday night. 
Of course, we do not suppose that the ostensible 
editor could write, if he tried, anytking half so 
stupid, consc'iuently the author of the article 
must have been liooby O'Cluro. This O'Cluro 
lurnierly published an Administration pro-slavery 
paper, in .Sacramento, California, and having 
succeeded in killing that journal, migrated to 
these siiores, and performs the same ofiicc for the 
New AVestminster Timcc. The Uooby has al. 
ways failed lo give satisfaction as a journeyman 
printer, and now turns his attention to editorial 
botching. Happy in Ins own conceit, the fellow 
imagines his neighbors are "jackasses," while 
the truth is, the long cars all crop out from his 
own head. 

Military and Naval Theatre.— -Cu- 
sheon's Theatro was crowded on Tuesday 
evening, to witness thu performance of the 
Amateurs uf H. M. ship Ganges. They 
created inliiuite amusement. 

Giust Mills.— The machinery for two grist 
mills arrived yestorday on the Gold Hunter. 



The Europk a n Congrkss. — Tho great 
question in Europe is, will there be an Eu- 
ropean Congress '! The Times' correspond- 
ents in Paris say, no. The Paris papers re- 
ply, yes. Between the two it is hard to 
decide If the Congress do not assemble, it 
will not be Napoleon that will prevent it 
He lias too many weighty objects in view 
to allow tho representatives at present in 
Paris lo return to their governments without 
making at least one effort to draw them to- 
gether. The most important matter he wish- 
es to bring before it is, the abrogation of that 
portion of the treaty of 1815 which distinctly 
declares that no Bonaparte shall thereafter 
sit upon the throne of Franoe. Will he suc- 
ceed ? If England seconds hirn, he will; 
but not without. Germany and Russia, re- 
membering how their countries were over- 
run and all but subjugated by Napoleon I, 
will hardl y be induced to say the word, 
without cogent reasons that Great Britain 
alone can urge. Although Napoleon is al- 
ready on the throne, he feels the disgrace of 
the prohibitory clause, and wishes the 
" damned spot out. - ' His pride, nothing 
more, calls for its erasure. 



Bold Attkmi-t at Hiohway Roiiiikiiy. — 
About 7 o'clock on Saturday night, as a Mr. Pratt 
a midshipman on hoard the Princess Royal, was 
returning from Skinner's farm, where he had 
been spending the day, when about two miles from 
town, he was accosted by two Indians of the Stick- 
eeu Tribo, and requested to "patlatch the chica- 
raun," One of tho rascals held a pistol at his j 
head to enforce the demand ; but the middy 
promptly knocked the fellow down, and took pos- 
session of the weapon. The other Indian fled, 
and Mr. Pratt, not knowing what number of cue- ! 
miee might be in the neighborhood, allowed tho 
other to leave also, and went back to Mr. tskin- 
ncr's house, where he passed the night. 'Ihe 
weapon has been placed in the possession of the 
Police Magistrate. It is an old-fashioned TJ. S. 
Dragoon pistol, and looks as if it had seen some 
service. There will be. no end to such outrages un- 
ices the savages are disarmed at once. 

Indian Traders. — The natives seem to be 
gaining wisdom from their contract with the 
whites. Several of the Northern women have 
established small trading posts at the villages and 
sell lo their friends at a small advance on Victoria 
prices. They generally buy articles of wearing 
apparel a little out of date amongst the Whites, 
by the wholesale, at a low figure, and retail them 
again at a good profit. 

COMMERCIAL. — There was nothing doing yes- 
terday in the market; Everything seems at a 
stand, Staples remain without change. We may 
look for a busy ," spurt" about the middle of next 
mouth. About the 1st of May returns may be ex- 
pected from Quetnelle River, and if the reports 
are favorable, our merchants may look for lively 
times the Doming summer. 

DRUNKS, — Two drunks were before the Police 
Judge yesterday, on a charge nf being incapable 
of taking care of themselves. One of them tried 
to show ihcre were a great many sober men who 

were unable to do the same thing — ergo, h s 

not to blame; but the Judge ordered them each 
to pay is. or go to jail for six Lours. 

Launch of \ Schooner.— >A schooner of CO 
tons was launched from the yard on Kaunka road, 
near James' Bridge, yesterday morning. She 
was built by Mr. Elder for the Nanaimo Coal 
Company. Another schooner for the same com- 
pany was launched from the same yard cm Mon- 
day. 



— K wong 
I.ee, and Iwo other Chinese residents, were admit- 
ted to an audience with tho Governor on Tuesday 
afternoon.

HOUSE OF ASSEMBLY. 

Wednesday, March 7. 

The House met and then proceeded to present 
their address to liis Excellency the Governor. 

A report was received from the Committee on 
Members' Disabilities, stating that no oath was 
necessary except that of allegiance, and that the 
only disabilities were those named in the Fran- 
chise Act. Report adopted. 

Mr. Waddinoton gave notice of a bill for the 
sale, carriage, and depusit of gunpowder in the 
town of Victoria, 

Mr. McDonald gave notice of » bill relating 
to the building of chiinnics In Victoria. 

Mr. Waddinoton moved that a committee of 
five be appointed to inquire Into the manner in 
which S. Franklin, Esq. took the oath as a mem- 
ber, and how the faulty copy of the oath was hod 
before him. lie said there was a general im- 
pression that an attempt hud been made to smug- 
gle himself into the House, and he thought the 
subject desiring of inquiry. 

Major FOSTER offered an amendment in order 
to avoid some objectionable words in the motion. 
He exonerated Judge Cameron from tiny conni- 
vance with Mr. Franklin, and said that ir Mr. 
Franklin had come forward openly and slated his 
objection to the oath', he thought he would have 
been more respected. 

Mr. Gordon seconded the amendment; also 
exonerated Judge Cameron from any complicity, 
and intimated that it was common in this colony 
to suspect men's motives. He thought the motion 
objectionable in the language; considered the 
House should set an example by using parliament- 
ary language, and intimated that the resolution 
had come frutn some one outside the House. 

Mr. Cubase desired the investigation as due to 
Judge Cameron, whom the remarks of the law 
ollicor of the. Crown had fully exonerated. 

Mr. WADDINOTON withdrew his motion and the 
amendment passed, 

Tho committee were— Foster, Gordon, Crease, 
Coles, and McDonald. 

Mr. ArrOHNBY ( i BNBRA L C.utY moved for 
returns of revenue and expenditure of fhe colony, 
He thought it was necessary to show the state of 
the country before any taxes were levied. 

Mr. CREASE gave notice of a motion that tho 
House at its next sitting should proceed to the 
election of officers. 

Mr. COLES made n motion that Mr. Franklin 
take his seat. 

The SPEAKER said that no objection exists 
now. 

Mr. WADDINOTON thought there was nothing 
to restrain Mr. Franklin but bin own feelings on 
the subject from taking his sent. 

CAPT. COOPER gave notice of amotion to define 
the number necessary to constitute a quotum for 
the transaction of business. 

Adjourned to .'! p. >i. on Monday.
